Dog used to deteot drugs at high school 




With the help of the United States Customs department, 
a hunting dog last Friday detected a variety of illegal drugs 
in school lockers at Antioch High School. - 

Antioch Police Chief Chuck Miller said the police 
department worked with the high school in using the dog 
throughout the school halls, in detecting a variety of 
contraband. * 

No arrests were- made Miller said, although police 
confiscated the drugs and sent them for laboratory testing. 
Antioch High School Supt. Warren Policy said disciplinary 
action will be taken on those students who had drugs in 
their school lockers. :: . 

Since the Use of the dog was furnished by the federal 
government, it will, not cost, the school nor the village 
anything. Miller said. 

"We (police and school officials) were happy with the 
results," Miller added. "The dog was very alert and 



responded very well to any locker that, contained 
contraband. The dog was very accurate and we were very 
pleased." 

This is the first time this method of searching school 
lockers for drugs has been used in the Midwest, he added. 

Because of the success of the operation, using dogs will 
be implemented in other areas of the Midwest, he said. 

. Policy' said the school's philosophy is that they will 
"work with any agency fo deter problems. It's a low-kev 
type of thing. I feel it's another method of checking 
lockers. It's much like a patrolman on a highway, saving 
people from themselves, he said. 

Miller added that the reason the dogs were used first in 
Antioch and not in another community was that he was 
aware of ' the opportunity of using the dog first and 
• requested it from the federal government.

This morning-I-gave slow chase to two snowmobilers on 
one of ,oiir main thoroughfares, blowing my horn in 
warning. Both stopped and came back to my car, looking 
puzzled. 

When I told them that snowmobiling on roads was 
against state law. it was news to them, they told me that 
everybody did it, that the police did not interfere, and- 
"•asked "wh ere u else~th ey uou Id-go:— - *»-———*•«•-»- ■-*;»- — -—• *■ 

They gave me their names and let me take their license 
numbers. Both were young — I should say that one of 
diem was under 12 years old. 

RATHER THAN "turn them in," it seems to' me more 
would be accomplished by having the village let them and 
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the rest of the public know' what the policy is in respect to 
snowmobiling, what the state law and local ordinances are. 
and what policies the police are instructed to carry out. 

Local papers carry frequent stories about the heroism of 
snowmobilers in emergencies (hats off to them), publicize 
snowmobiling festivals, but except for occasional warnings- 

to snowmobilers as to their own safety. I can't remember" 
anything except letters to the editor about the hazard 
.snowmobilers pose to the life and property of the majority 
who do not enjoy this activity. 

IT WOULD BE additionally helpful if you would 
routinely publicize widely at the beginning of the 
snowmobiling season what the rules of the game are for 
the benefit particularly of youngsters and newcomers to 
town. 

One question, for instance, that needs clarification — it

The 1978 Lake County Board of Review will hold a public . 
hearing on Feb. 2H concerning the application of a 
Township multiplier of .8069 to all real estate subject to 
taxation in Antioch Township, except land assessed as 
farmland, as defined in the Revenue Act. for the 1978 
assessment year. 

The Hearing at 9:45 a.m. on February 21 will be held in 
Room 603A on the sixth floor of the County. Admistration 
Building, Waukegan. 

The Board of Review has decided to equalize all Lake 
County Townships at 25 percent of market value instead of

of residents where there are no sidewalks because the 
right of way belongs to the village. 

That suggests that residents should not sod nor 
■landscape their yards beyond the beginning of the right of 
way. but just leave that last 12 to 15 feet in mud and 
weeds. If they did. snowmobiling would not hurt. 

But if we beautify and improve our yards, does not that 
improvement belong to us, leaving your right of way 
.intact,? And aren't those improvements subject to the same 
police protection afforded the rest of our property? 

THESE TWO YOUNG men I stopped were courteous 
and cooperative. In my haste to get home. 1 neglected to 
either, thank them or give them my- name. 

What action do you recommend to give them a respect 
for our laws, and for them not to feet discriminated against 
if snowmobiling is forbidden on most public and most 
private property? . 

A WORD OF PRAISE: The village snow removal job was 
outstanding. Chicago should come here for lessons — and 
pay more than S90.000. And, all my personal contact with 
our police has won my respect and appreciation.

Tax relief available for 
snowstorm property losses 

Immediate tax relief is available for mapy Northern 
Illinois taxpayers who suffered .property losses as a result 
of the Jan. 13 snowstorm declared an emergency by the 
President, the Internal Revenue Service announced. 

Tax law permits taxpayers in areas designated eligible 
for federal .emergency assistance t6 deduct losses on either 
their current year's tax return or the prior year's return, 
according to Charles F. Miriani. IRS District Director for 
Northern Illinois. 

"Losses to business property are generally deductible in 
full while non-business losses are deductible only in the 
amount that each exceeds S100. Deductions are not 
allowed for the portion of any loss reimbursed or expected 
to be reimbursed by insurance or other compensation." 
Miriani said. • '. . — 

Taxpayers can claim the casualty loss on their 1978 
Federal income tax return, which is due April 16. if they so 
wish, or include the casualty loss on their 1979 Federal 
income tax return due April 15. 1980. 

Individuals who have already filed their 1978 Federal tax 
returns can amend the return by completing Form 1040X 
and submitting it to IRS. Corporate taxpayers should use 
from 1120X. 

Lake County was designated eligible for federal 
assistance by the federal disaster assistance administra-' 
tion administrator. - 

Miriani noted that taxpayers should compile lists .of 
those items damaged or destroyed, and determine their 
value immediately before. and- after the loss occurred. 
s:« Before-and-affer photos pf the damaged property and 
judgements of appraisers are helpful in establishing the 
amount of loss. 

Two helpful IRS booklets. Publication 547, "Tax 
Information on . Disasters, Casualty Losses and Thefts/' 
and Publication 584. "Workbook for Determining Your 
Disaster Loss;" are also available free from IRS offices. 

Taxpayers who need help in preparing their returns 
should contact their local IRS office or call the IRS toll-free. 
Northern Illinois residents should call 600-252 2921. • 



This decision was made in response to the pleas of Lake 
County taxpayers. 

Another factor influencing the board's decision was the 
rapid increase in real estate values that has distorted 
assessed values. 

•The Board of Review is asking the legislature to reduce 
the statutory level of assessments to 25 percent in time to 
give Lake County homeowners relief for 1978. 

The board is also asking the legislature to restrict the 
increase in spending by taxing bodies to a reasonable 
percentage increase over 'the previous ^ejar^s-spending 
unless approved by referendum. 

The Board of Review recognizes the concerns of all Lake 
County taxpayers and is happy to hear these concerns at 
the appropriate time. However, the subject matter of this 
hearing is restricted to the equalization , of assessment 
levels between townships. Those who wish to testify are 
asked to avoid references to individual problems.

78: Biggest year in construction 



1978 — that was the biggest year in building 
construction for Antioch, according to construction value. 
Building Inspector Richard Stroncr reported. 

Private construction in the village during 1978 amounted 
to S3. 155.922. while the cost of construction for the safety 
building and the new school building totaled $3,314,436. 
The total value for construction in the village during 1978, 
both public and private was 56.470.358. 

Construction in 19?7 totaled 52,927.919 and in 1976. it 
wa*. S2.7l2.49l. The previous big construction boom came- 
in 1972. when it totaled 53.082,793. . 

Stroncr explained that one of last year's 'biggest 
increases came in the area of commercial additions and 

alterations, with 24 added at a cost of 5244.248. 

Antioch's building in 1978 included: 39 single family 



residences, 51,888,330; three multiple family units (one 
seven-unit and two four-units). $275,000; 26 residential 
alterations, additions and sidings, $139,861; 21 private 
garages. 585,379; three new commerical buildings, 
5283.138: 24 commercial additions and alterations, 
5244,248; and three industrial additions and alterations, 
5239,966. 

Permits issued included one storage building, one pool, 
two electrical, one plumbing. 26 sign and 20 fence permits. 

Stroncr said total permits for the year amounted to 
S78.698. which was about 56,000 or $7,000 more than in 
1977.

/On Jarif 10 we discussed tax credits for energy-saving 
improvements to your home? 

At the time,- 1-wasn't able to give you all the details 
because the IRS didn't know anything official about them 
yet: The IRS now has official information on those tax 
credits. The details are contained in IRS Publication 903. 

You actually claim the, credit by. filing a Form 5695 with 
your i 040. I've arranged for Antioch Savings and Loan to 
have supplies of these two forms on hand. No one should 
try to take these credits without reading Publication 903 
very carefully. There are a lot of details. I can't put more 
than a few of them in this column. I've used quotation 
marks where I have quoted directly from Publication 903. 

THE NATIONAL ENERGY ACT provides two classifi- 
cations of credits. "Credit for energy conservation, 
expenditures" refers to money spent on energy-saving. 
devic.es and materials such as insulation* and storm doors. 
This is the credit where you get 15 percent of what you 
spent up to a maximum credit of $300. 

"Credit for renewable energy source expenditures" 
refers to money spent on solar, gcothermal and 
wind-powered equipment, only. This is the credit where 
you get a varying percentage of what you spent up to a 
maximum credit of 52.200. 

ONE BIG DIFFERENCE between the credits is that the 
"encrgy-saving-one" applies only to improvements of 
houses that were "substantially completed before April 
-20. 1977."

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The renewable energy source credit, on the other hand, 
docs not have this restriction. People like me, who've 
bought new houses, are out of luck unless we want to put 
one of the big expensive sy ste m s in. 

SOME RULES arc apparently the same for both credits. 
These credits apply only to your principal residence and 
only to houses located in the United States. You take the 
credit as of the date of installation, not when you 
purchased the item. The things you put in can be 
replacements of worn-out items. 
' Both owners and renters arc eligible for the credits, 
provided they actually pay for the qualifying items. 

Condominium owners can also use the credits, "based 
on their allocable share of qualifying expenditures." 

If you add the items to your cost basis in the house for 
capital gains tax purposes, you have to reduce your basis 
by the amount of any lax credits granted.
